Sir,—-I have completed the Analysis of the sample of Sherry you left with me, and proceed to report the results. Judged by the palate, it might 
be represented as a light, moderately dry Wine, with nothing to object to in its flavour or apparent strength. It is slightly acid to test-paper, and has a 


apecitic gravity of 986°8. These characters correspond with those of a sample of reputed good Montilla Sherry, the specific gravity of which was found 
to be 986°6, and the acidity almost identical with that of your sample.
